The trend estimate of the unemployment rate for 
Victona decreased slightly to 11.8 per cent in 
February 1994 from 11.9 per cent in January 1994, 
This was the fifth consecutive monthly decrease since 
the peak of 12.5 per cemt recorded in August and 
September 1993. 


At the national level. the trend estimate of the 
unemployment rate decreased to 10.5 per cent in 
February 1994 from 10.6 per cent in January 1994, 
This also was the fifth consecutive monthly decrease 
since Septmeber 1993.

The trend estimate of the number of dwelling units 
approved in Victoria in February 1994 showed a 2 per 
cent increase over the figure recorded for January 
1994 and a 10 per cent increase compared with the 
number of units approved in February 1993. 


After twenty consecutive monthly increases 
(peaking in January 1993 ), the trend estimate 
decreased over the four months to May 1993 before 
increasing steadily since June 1993.
